Boiorraee Made to Coloael Joha Miajr 
aad Hla Fonndluf of MaysrlUe la 
Vade In Boat BnlldlBf Bdl. 
tfon of JoumaL 

In a "Boat Building Bdltlon" of the 
Blldabeth Herald, published at Eliz- 
abeth, Pa., there appears an interest- 
ing sidelight on local history which 
will be read with great Interest by 
citizens of Maysvllle. 

I'ndor the general heading "A Cen- 
tury of Hoai Building", the Journal 

says in part: 

II will be Been I hat Klizabclh was 
Ihun from lis beninnlnt; an Important 
point on till' Kfeal lil>;lnvay lo llie al- 
most unknown we.sl. many settlers 
coming this far overland, IniyinK or 
bavlnc oonKtrnrted flat-boalB here, on 
which their possessions were stored 
for a continuance of the journey by 
water, the .Monongahela and Ohio riv- 
ers, forming the natural highway. An 
Intereating sidelight is thrown on the 
hlatory at thla point by an extract 
from the diary of Col. John May, who 
Journeyed through this region at the 
time. He writea under date of Hay 6, 
1788, as follows: 

"1 rose early on the morning of 
Monday, 5th; left the people and wag 
on behind, and advanced as fast . n» 
IKL-slhle III finish iny land IrrKk.-: 
dined at Sininierell's. on tlie VolioMana 
and slent at Clark's on the .MononRa- 
licla While at Siminerell's, thoy used 
i:veiy 8lralai;eni le detain US all night, 
and perhaps as Ion;; as was General 
I'uttnan, m lui tairieil at this jplace two 
months. Tlic y said it was better boat- 
ing from this river than from the 
Monongahela, but they arc Irish 
palaverers, and the truth is not in 
ihem. Clark keeps a tolerable bouse 
where it is called Elisabeths town 
fourteen miles from Pittsburg, by land 
and twenty-two by water. The town is 
laid out in house-lota, and now aet- 
tllng; he Intends to make a city of It. 
but 1 think ho will have his match 
This day was raised here a large shed 
for huildlnc 'ooals Alnn'St all the 
Kentneky lio.ils from the east i)as.- 
Ihls place; near two hundred have 
passed tills siirlnr" 

I'ol. May was on his way west at 
this time He had taken onl a olaim 
on the Ohio River a few years before, 
and t'lo present city of Maysvllle, Ken- 
tucky. Is built on It and named in his 
honor. A block-house was erected at 
the mouth of Umestone Creek and a 
number of lots laid out in 1784. The 
town was established by an act of the 
Virginia Legislature in 1787. In 1790 
Col. May, while descending the Ohio, 
was attacked by Indians, on March 20, 
and he and others of his party were 
killed, at the month of the Scioto. 

There are persons yet living here 
who remember a larpe shed which 
stood on Water street, just below the 
coal midroad on Mill street, oecupylni; 
parts of the lot where T J. Ollmer has 
his home and that recently occupied 
by A. (!. Lewis and family. Keel- 
boats were Imllt there from very early 
times. This may have been the struc- 
ture the raising of which was witness- 
ed by Col. May In 1788. It was stand- 
ing there in 1819 and had been for 
some time before. It was blown down 
by the great hurricane of 1831, but 
must have been reared again, for per- 
Bome who came on the scene of action 
BincB then remember it But it filially 
passed away many years ago.
